THE WAKFS ADMINISTRATION 


THE RECENT REFORMS. ~ 


— 


Certain notes on the’ Wakfs Administration 
which Appeared in a supplement to yesterday's 
“Official Journal” are of considerable interest, 
and contain a most interesting sommary of 
the reforms recently introduced in an admini- 
stration which required considerable remo- 
delling. Tbe Wakfs laboured under the 
disadvantages that beset all administrations or 
& qaasi-religions and quasi-financis! natare. 
Religions conservatism opposed the least 
reform and, in this particular csse, the fact 
that British influence is predominant in Egypt 
compels the reformer to advance cautiously, 
for fear of exciting religious controversy. 

In 1897 a new system of accounts was 
introduced. Previously a separate account had 
been made up for each wakf, so that the 
administration had as many accounts to draw 
op ss.it had wakfs to administer. 

This carious and burdensome system was 
based on the supposed impossibility of cover- 
ing the deficits of poor by the surpluses 
of rich wakfs, Moslem law forbidding the dis- 
posal of the revenues of one wakfs to the 
profit of another. To be consistent the admi- 
nistration should have limited the expenses of 
each wakf to an amount which could be

Accordingly an attempt was made to unify 
the accounts of all the wakfs of Egypt. 
This was opposed by the Wakts Adminis- 
tration on the ground that the proposal was 
not in conformity with the sacred law. A 
compromise was finally sdopted under which 
the wakfs were grouped onder various 
headings and the accounts of each group 
combined, the resulting surplos forming a 
reserve fund to be employed according to 
the decision of the Khedive at the request 
of the director-general of the Administra- 
tion and in accordance with the advice of 
the Council of Administration or the Superior 
Council of the Wakfs. 

Now that this side of the administration 
has been put in order the question of the 
personnel has next to be settled, and a 
commission composed of the heads of the 
various sections of the administration presided 
over by tha sub-director general and aided 
by the presence of a. delegate from the 
Ministry of Finance. 

Other “sections of the report deal with 
technioal servives, the exchange of “hikrs,” and 
with kattabs, charitable institations, acd 
mosques.

The dramatists who have created charecters 
whose utterances are as familiar as hoosehold 
words, and whose names have added to the 
resources of the English vocabulary, are few 
indeed. If Shakespeare be omitted as ‘hors 
concours,” Sheridan has few to compete with 
him as the creator of characters who are 
familiarly kaown to, and constantly quoted by, 
the world at large, though the qaotation, as in 
all such cases, is frequently unconscious, Mre. 
Malaprop, whose name hes given that usefal 
term “malapropism" to the languaze, is known 
of all men for her unequalled ability in pro- 
ducing a “nice derangement of epitaphe.” Bat 
Sheridan reaped, to some extant, where others 
had sown. His mother, Mra, Frances Sheridan, 
wrote a play called “A Journey to’Bath,” 
which bas been soppored to be, in some sort, a 
foreshadowing of her son’s ‘Tho Rivals ;” bat 
at least it contained a character named Mis. 
Tryfoot, of a typeon which Sheridan improved 
in Mrs. Malaprop. ~ 

Bat, of course, the réal inspiration for the 
creatiop of this amusing blanderet-is to be 
found, “like. so much: else, in the pages of 
Shakespeare. Mrs. Malsprop is simply the’ 
lineal descendant of the immortal Dogberry. 
Dogberry, in “Much Ado About Nothing,” 
does not oceupy the stage so frequently as 
Mistress Malaprop in “The Rivals,” and, 
therefore, does fot give .atteranoe to such a 
wonderfal variety of felicitous verbal blanders 
as his descendant, but he is her andoub‘ed 
original. And in the Shakespeareaf? plays | 
Dogberry doea not stand along. It has been 
made a reproach to Shakespeare, indeed, that 
he is too fond of putting these misases of 
words into his.characters’ mouths. The most 
devout Shakespearean is bound to admit that 
the poet‘paid tribate to no small extent to the 
prevailing taste for absurd plays on words. 
Pans cf a pitifal ‘badness, ridiculous word- 
twisting, and absird “‘conceits,” as they were 
called, are to be found in some of his plays in 
irritating abundance..Although “not of her age, 
but for the,time,” be was still the child of 
his age, and in his earlier plays especially, he 
tickled the ears of thé groundlings like.others 
of his craft. Apart from puns—of which a 
patient inyéstigator has foond more than a 
thousand ‘in the plays—and ‘the like verbal 
qaips, malapropisms, or “Dogberryisme,” as 
they should here more properly be called, are 
to be fotind in plays’ which preceded “Much 
Ado.” :For;instance, in the “Merry Wives” 
Master Slender, when asked if he will marry 
fair.Anne Page, rays: “If there be no great 
love in the beginning, yet Heaven may de- 
creaee it ppon better acquaintance, when we 
are married..; bot if you tay ‘marry her,’ | 
will marry her: that I am freely dissolved, and 
dissolately.” And there three Dogberryisms 
can be paralleled elsewhere. 

Still, these instances are only occas‘onal, 
and Dogberry stands ‘out as the undoubted 
father of malaprepieme. Oot of the abundance 

, of modern examples there are few which cannot 
call Dogberry father, though the maternal re- 
lationship of Mre. Ma'aprop may be admitted. 
The choir-boy who,on being questioned as to the 

reaching of a new curste, replied—"He robs 
bis hands together all the time, for all the 
world as if he was peforming his pollations,” 
wadan anconscious Dogberry. The bereaved 
niece who ssid. that if Bor off aont had lived 
only two or three years more, she would have 
been a “‘centarion”; the old woman who re- 
marked that “ever since] ate my front teeth 
by socident, I can’t, rightly domesticate my’ 
food”; and her Scotch companion who “likit 
Gourod’s March of Marie Antoinette,” and 
who characterised a broad jest as ‘s dooble St. 
Andrew,” were all sealed of the tribe of Mrs. 
Malaprop. 

All verbal confnsions are not nialapropisms. . 
The man who had lost bis way in a great 
museum and asked to be shown the entrance ' 
ont ; the.civic dignitary who proposed the toast 
of “The Prince snd Princess of Wales and the : 
remains of the Royal Family”; and thejndge ' 
who told the prisoner that he deserved condign 
punishment, svffered from verbal confasion of , 
different kinds, but were not trae‘malapropiam. , 
The best malapropiame are those which bave a 
bappy touch of trath about them. An‘Gxcellent ” 
example ia the’remark of the seryaht girl who’ 
told an evening caller that bér mistress had - 
gone to # “conversation only”—an ingenions :

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AN APPRECIATION.

A few days ago England could boast the 
possession of the greatest actor of the present 
or many previous generations. There is not the 
slightest exaggeration in this statement. We 
have to go beyond the time of Kean, Ts!lma, 
and the Kembles, to that of David Garrick, to 
find a man intellectually his equal. In qdarters 
in which old traditions survive, this statement 
will ba received wih hesitation and deniar, if 
it ig received at all. It is none the less,inde- 
feasible, and demonstrably true. We will go 
farther, indeed, and maintain that in days, 
science apart, of mediocrities and “non- 

ars,” one of the few traly great men we 
‘could boast. has disappesred.
